the consequences, 


T iv pity Britain did not 
lodge the protest more 
speedily. The incident 
occurred on the Monday 
before last, The China 
Mail carried oa detailed 
report on Wednesduy. On 
the sume day, the Chinese 
Pross reported the Incident 
fully but it was not until 
the weekend that the pro- 
test was lodged with the 
Chinese Government. 
Whether the dilatoriness is 
Hongkong’s or the Foreign 
Office’s {s not known but If 
a protest is to be effective, 
it has to be prompt. 
When the Chinn Mail: Inst 
wrote on the subject of 
Chinese border violations it 
urged Government ta 
strengthen and ‘increnso 
atrols of the Colony’s sea- 
anes. Here is another in- 
cident to justify the de- 
mand. The prime object fs, 
of course, to make illegal 
immigration by junk more 
difficult. f

[THE greater part of Britain’s aircraft indtistty 


has’ recently . been 


merged into five lirge 


groups, two making airframes, one helicopters and 
two aircraft engines. This concentration has been 
achieved voluntarily, but is in accordance with 


Government policy. 


It had been clear for some 
time that such a reorganisation 
was necessary, and when Mr 
Duncan Sandys first assumed the 
new office of Minister of Avia- 
tlon four months ogo, he made 
definite suggestions of the sort 
of regrouping required. 

In a statement Jn the House 
of Commons last month, he con- 
gratulated the industry on the 
promptness of its responses and 
outlined the type of assistance 
which ‘the Govemment proposed 
to give in principle to the re- 
organised industry.

bor 24. 

Accused, Mok Mo, .32, was 
sentenced .to 4 ycars jail Mok 
had carller pleaded not  gullty 
to a charge of murdering a 
woman, Tse Ping, at the hosp!- 
tal site, 

When the court snt at 10 
am. today, Mr Oswald Cheung 
aefending accused, sald he 
understood Mok wished to 
change his plea, 

Mok pleaded guilty to man- 
aloughter, and Mr Justice W.A.
